Document Dl discloses a method for voltage stabilization of an 
electrical power network system, comprising a producxng power 
network system side UP and a consuming power network side US. 
In this previously known method, a transformer TR equipped 
with a tap-changer TC is used, and the tap-changer is 
"dynamically controlled", see for example col- 17, line 55 - 
col. 18, line 14. The method according to the amended claim 1 
in the international Application differs from the art 
disclosed in document Dl by providing a feed forward 
compensation by using a filter. According to the description 
in the application, the feed forward compensation improves the 
convergence ratio of the system in case of a fault m the 
transmission line. Document Dl does not mention or imply the 
use of such a compensation, and claim 1 involves novelty as 
well as inventive step over document Dl . 

Document D2 defines the general state of the art, and is not 
of particular relevance.
